Claims 2, 10, 1 1, 13, 14 and 16 have 
been canceled. Currently, claims 1, 3-9, 12, 15, 17-19 are under Examination. The Examiner 
hereby renumbered the said active claims as claims 1 to 13. 

Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
Applicants claim: 

• In renumbered claims 6-8, 9-10 a series of compounds having the Formulas (A), (B) and 
(C). 

• In renumbered claims 1-5, 1 1-13, processes comprising the claimed compounds. 

No prior art disclosing or suggesting the instant invention was found. The closest art relevant to 
Applicant's instant invention was found in Christensen IV, US patents 5552438 and 5602157. 
The cited references disclose benzene derivatives useful in the inhibition of Tumor Necrosis 
Factor. Nonetheless, compounds disclosed in the cited references do not embraced or suggests 
the compounds in the instant Application because the chemical structures are significantly 
different.
